one of the richest men in America*, 
his prominence was overshadowed 
by that of his elder brother, John 
D. Rockefeller, the founder of the 
Rockefeller interests in oil, and for 
many years the head of the parent 
company. 
Five Doctors Present. 
Five doctors, under the charge of 
Mr. Rockefeller’s personal physician, 
Dr. W. J. Robertson, were in a t­ 
tendance when the end came. Practi­ 
cally the entire Rockefeller family 
were assemble dat the death bed. 
Mr 
Rockefeller, who contracted 
a heavy cold during the rains of 
last week-end, had just completed 
building a $250,000 mauosleum in 
Sleepy Hollow cemetery. The m aus­ 
oleum was constructed according to 
his own plans and under his person­ 
al direction.

William Rockefeller, 
oil 
m agnate 
and brother of John D. Rockefeller, 
died here today from pneumonia, 
shortly before 7 o’clock. 
Mr. Rockefeller had been ill at 
his home, Rockwood Hall, in North 
Tarrytown, since Sunday, but word 
of his condition was not made pub­ 
lic. 
William Rockefeller had been in 
ill health for many years. The state 
of his health, in fact, and his where­ 
abouts, became a m atter of intense 
public curiosity in 1912-13 when the 
congressional committee investigat­ 
ing the “ money tru st” desired him 
as a witness. He could not be found. 
For months the sergeant-at-arm s or 
the House of Representatives led a 
search which was fruitless. The fin­ 
ancier’s Fifth Avenue House in New 
York was besieged by subpoena serv­ 
ers, 
detectives, 
reporters and 
en 
idle throng for days; his residence 
at Tarrytown, N 
Y., the Standard 
Oil offices on Broadway and his 
clubs, were watched without avail.. 
~ Cancer in Throat. 
W hen attorneys representing him 
finally capitulated by accepting the 
subpoena for him, it was disclosed 
th a t he was at Nassau, Baham a Is­ 
land but his physicians emphatically 
maintained that to ask Mr. Rockefel­ 
ler to answer questions on a witness 
stand was to invite his death. He 
was subject to such spasms of cough­ 
ing, th a t speech above a whisper 
was likely to strangle him. 
The Pujo committee, still determ­ 
ined to get his testimony concern­ 
ing an alleged manipulation of the 
copper market with H. H. Rogers 
several years previously, arranged 
a special sitting in the financier's 
cottage at Jekyl Island, but had 
proceeded with less than a dozen 
questions 
when 
the 
wetness was 
siezed with laryngeal spasms and 
palsy. The committee was unable to 
continue without fear of causing 
his death.
